Tho 
last fiscal year, ho says, marked a favorable 
turn in the tide of postal receipts, which had 
been receding for the two previous years. 
On Oct. 1, .ISSi, tlio rate of postage on fi:-st- 
elass matter was reduced from ,'3 to 2 cents 
for each half ounco. This wos-n large reduc- 
tion, and it alTectod by far tho greatest of 
all tho sources of postal revenue. Tho result 
was that tho remaining nino months of tho 
fiscal yoar fchowod a fulling off of receipts 
compared with tho previous year of Sijl'fi,- 
7WJ. Tho next year tho receipts wore still 
further reduced ?750,000, which Gou. Haxen 
attributes to business depression. An im- 
provod commercial situation from Septem- 
ber, ISSJ, to March, ISSB, increased postal re- 
ceipts S'.,500,000 as compared with'tho corre- 
sponding six montlis of tho preceding yoar, 
but tho labor troubles again doprossod busi- 
ness, and tho total increase of rocoipts for 
tho fiscal yoar was only $1,^37,570.

His Itomai-ks Cover Both Sides of tlio At- 


lantic an! Shake Up tho labor Question 
—Seine Very Vigorous Views Pugna- 
ciously Put Forth—A Sermon Hint Will 


NEW YORK', Nov. X,—Tho Rov. -Henry 


Ward Beocher delivered a political sormon 
Thursday, tho point o£ wliich was a vigorous 
review of tho laboi- question. Af tor contrast- 
ing tlio prosperous condition of thu United 
States with that of most European countries, 
ho spoke of tho tisolossnoss oC koepiufrastand- 
ing army solely for the purpose of chasing a 
fo\v Indians, andsaid it was a false sentiment 
to nrgo that tlio surplus in tho treasury 
should bo expended, in buying useless war 
ships and unnecessary coast defenses. 


JUJ-. Bcecher said that England was surely 


verging to democratic principles, and would 
before long assume the early forms of Amer- 
ican government. Disestablishment, dison- 
dowmont, tho land question, and other mat- 
ters dealing with organic principles of the 
Government woro evidences that such a 
change would occur. Speaking of tho sever- 
ance of church and state, ho intimated that 
such a change would bo to ]inp;land'» good, 
us religion luul-nothing to do with politi- 
cians, and politicians nothing to do with re- 
ligion. 


Tho preacher then dwelt on the growth of 


Socialism and Anarchism in the land, and 
said; "At present tho labor movement is 
adulterated with elements which are no part 
of it and which it will reject in time. Social- 


! ists and Anarchists, who havo no excuse for 
i existing, rush to every party which they 
i expect to profit by. Anarchists are as much 


out of tho pale oC society as tho wolf, and it 
would bo no moro culpable to exterminate 
them than it would to stump out tho copper- 
heads, adders, and othor vipers. Socialism 
is absolutely the worst form of monarchy. 


'•Then thoro are people who ask thu govern- 


ment to supply them with everything. They 
"want their clothes made and thoir bread 
baked by the government. 
(Jive, tho govern- 


ment these privileges nnd you give it al) 
power. Lot it do this, that, uuel tho other 
thing, and placo a crown on it all, and you 
havo a cair. Tho most active men of t-he 
labor jiarty are foreigners, educated in other 
countries, and have not yet abandoned their 
homo ideas. The labor troubles are some- 
what like tho complaints of children, and 
should bo watched the same. "While children 
must have measles and whooping-cough, yet 
they do not kill as a rule, and one attack pre- 
vuiits a recurrence 01? the disejiso," 


Referring then to tho equality claimed by 


workingmeii, lie said: "Classes are going to 
exist, and there is going to bo top, bottom, 
and middle, and labor organisation can not 
break that down. This idea of men wanting 
an equal number of working hours to prevail 
among all is preposterous. 
If a man puts his 


own clothes on his G-week-o'.d infant does 
that make the child his equal? The work- 
ingrnon's position is better in this country 
than it is ir. any other or uvor was before. 
The reason so many of thorn are suffering is 
because of the iminoralit}' of workingnien. 
They waut tho enjoyment to-Jay, n-.id are 
not willing to look to the future. 


"They will say that Island in the pulpit 


wearing broadcloth clothes and preach tu 
church nuignates, and that I have no sym- 
pathy with workingmon—T, who have come 
from the common people. If I have no sym- 
pathy with them, who has? When I hear 
of men asking tho government for eight 
hours with more pay, I can not beai- it. I 
have no sympathy with eightMiour men who 
havo fourtocn-honr wives. 1 want equality 
for everybody. I favor organization for thu 
workingmen because it tends lo educate 
them, but I do not think tho labor problem 
can be solved on tho basis adopted by work- 
ingmen \vho seek equality in labor."
